FROM the beginning those who 

regard racing primarily as a sport 
and not as a profit-taking commer- 
cial enterprise have felt very dubi- 
ous regarding its hook-up with poli- 
ties. 

* That hook-up is virtually 
complete and nation-wide. It is yet 
in its early stages. When it was still 
of the “small and early’’ variety, 
with only one or states having 
Racing Commissions, there was more 
or less friction between the politicos 
and the affairs which they had taken 
under their benevolent Now 
that it has attained the status above- 
described many wrinkles keep aris- 
ing that require ironing out—and in 
that process some disturbing things 
bob up. 

Every legislature is infested—that 
is to say, its personnel is—with leg- 
islators of doubtful qualifications 
for the high duties that 
tleeted (at least supposititiously) to 
perform. The larger the the 
larger the legislature and the great- 
er the opportunity for 
which are, to say the least, not mot- 
ivated by a desire for the 
good. 

The three racing

are, in the order named, New York, 
California and Illinois; with Mary- 
land a close fourth.

Foxhunting Derives 
Appeal From 
Fundamentals 


General Scheme Of Things 
Provides Natural Setting 
For The Chase 


(Editor’s Note: Some years ago 
a noted sportsman, nationally known 
in foxhunting circles, and well known 
judge of thoroughbred hunters wrote 
the following He brings out the 
thought that there are many strong, 
spiritual reasons why foxhunting has 
its great appeal). 

The healthiest thing a man can 
realize when he first goes in for the 
sport of foxhunting is that no mat- 
ter who he is or what he does he is 
only a very small part of the beauti- 
fully ordered scheme of things. To 
me riding to foxhounds brings this 
out more clearly than anything I 
happen to know and hence I think I 
deduce its special appeal to a man. 

First of all take the setting of the 

foxhunting stage as good farming 
country. A farm shows the wonder- 
ful working of nature in a way that 
especially appeals to me. First its 
beauty, woods, fields, streams, care- 
ful cultivation and a healthy calm 
living. Not much money but com- 
pensations for this shortage money 
ean not buy. 
Take the scheme of economy on 
ie farm. Dividends from one seed 
of wheat, or corn, or barley, or oats 
Or grass exceed any regular divid- 
ends known, The big fertilizer com- 
panies after years of experimenting 
have developed balanced fertilizers, 
nitrate, phosphoric acid and potash. 
What has Nature done from the be- 
ginning? Made horse manure high 
in nitrate; cow manure high in pho- 
phoric acid; pig manure high in 
potash and hen manure high in 
lime. A cow eats long grass, a horse 
eats short grass, a sheep eats what 
nothing else will eat, shortest grass, 
poorest hay and bushes. A pig roots 
things over so they'll rot properly, 
picks up the undigested grains in 
manure, while hens run around and 
cratch and eat all the seeds every- 
body drops 

This is the stage the fox runs over 
but he

Tt goes faster than a man can 
go on his own feet, but he likes the 
fun of the chase and is made to, be- 
cause fun is a natural blessing, and 
he is put here to enjoy as well as 
work. So he gets on a horse, it bet- 
ter be a good one with speed, stam- 
ina and courage to face obstacles 
He likes to follow his friends the 
hounds. So we see a man, the sport- 
ing thief in close association with 
his closest animal friends, horse and 
hound, in which he deals with those 
qualities he admires most in ‘himself, 
‘ength, 
the hound 
line of action, led on by right and 


stamina and courage in 
honesty and truth to a 


controlled emotions. 

From any point of view I think 
these are sound reasons for the long 
lasting populariity of the old chorus, 
“Let's all go ahunting today,” and I 
salute the departing hunting season 
with the foregoing thoughts.

Kansas Jackrabbits 
Provide Good Sport 
For Treweryn Pack 


Some Notes From The Diary 
Of David B. Sharp, Jr., M. B. 
Show Drive Of 13 Inch Beagles 


It occured to me that your readers 
might be interested in hearing of the 
sport that imported Kansas Jack- 
rabbits, many of them now with us 
for several years, are providing for 





our 13 inch beagles. 

Since December 1, we have had 
some very good points and long runs 
with very little trouble with hares 
running the roads—a _ habit for 
which they are justly famous. We 
don’t like to put hare out during 
the season so cannot kill as many as 
we would like. Therefore we fre- 
quently whip hounds off to save a 
good hare for another day's sport. 

In looking over our hunt diary 
for the winter months I find the fol- 
lowing remarks: 

“December 1. One hour and 7 
minutes to a kill in the open, mak 
ing a very good point for a fox hunt 
Forty five in field of which 15 were 
in at the kill. Pack 10-% couples.” 


“December 8. Morning. One hour 


and 25 minutes, when we whipped 
off to save a noble hare. Afternoon. 
Twenty minutes to a loss on hard 
road then a very fast 40 minutes 
when we saved a completely beaten 
hare by whipping off. Ninety five in 
field. Pack, 13 couples’’. 

Marked hare to 
ground in plain sight of the field in 


“December 22 


45 minutes. This is only the fourth 
time in 11 years hunting we have 
known a hare to go to ground. Field 
70. Pack 11 couples.” 





“December 29. Forty two minutes 
to a kill in the open. Pack ran beau- 
tifully together and were all in at 
the kill. Only a handful of the field 


got the trip. Pack 10-% couples. 
Field 40.” 

“January 5. Impossible conditions, 
everything frozen tight. Forty five 
minutes to a loss then a short burst 
at dusk. Field 40. Pack 10-% 
couples.” 

“January 12. One hour and 10 
minutes until we called it a day at 
a check. Good, slow, steady hunt on 
dry, frozen ground. Very cold and 
high wind. Pack 14, couples. Field 
50.” 

“January 19. One hour and 15 
minutes, until we whipped off to 
Save a very tired but game hare 
Pack 1-% couples. Field over 60.” 





January 26. Ice and frozen ground 
and running into a farmer’s pack 
spoiled the day. Only % hour slow 
hunt. Pack 11 couples. Field 25.’ 

“February 2. Heavy snow on 
ground. Had nice slow hunt lasting 
1 hour and 15 minutes. Whipped off 
at dusk. Pack 13 couples. Field 28.” 


“February 9. A short fast burst to 
a loss on hard road, then 1 hour and 
10 minutes until we whipped off at 
dark, as a fox crossed the hare line. 
Three hare viewed today. Pack 14 
couples, Field about 70.” 


“February 16. A very fast straight 
away, good enough for any fox hunt. 
No one able to stay with hounds. For- 
got to time it. Hare finally entered 
fox covert and we had to stop 
hounds. Hard 25 minutes and at 6 
P. M. so fast only hunt staff saw it 
at all. Whipped off at dark. Pack 
11-% couples. Field 40.” 


“February 22, Washington's 
Birthday. A bye day. Had 1 hour and 
30 minutes. Only hunt staff out. 
Pack 15 couples.’ 


“February 23. Longest run this 
season. Stopped hounds at dark after 
1 hour and 50 minutes. Pack 12-% 
couples, including two six month old

AN OLD BUSINESS PRINCIPLE 





A good friend of The Chronicle, Challenger, writing in the Daily Racing 
Form in his column “Sires and Dams” proceeds to pan us rather unmerci 
fully for an article sent us by a knowledgeable horseman on the problem of 
the lack of good horses for the growing number of tracks. 

Says Challenger, “The trouble with his article is that it is so shallow 
and based on such false premises that it merely confuses the situation in 
which we believe he has little actual knowledge.” 

Our good friend, the turf seribe, is certainly asking for something, and it 
is apparently not more knowledge, for from his lofty eminence he apparently 
has all the answers, in spite of the fact that he does not suggest one in his 
dressing he ives our own writer for what appeared to us a rather sensible 
suggestion 

In brief the racing problem that the scribes are concerned with is the 
erowing number of tracks and the problem of maintaining good racing. 
Challenger commences his article in the Racing Form calling the article in 
The Chronicle, “One of the most contradictory articles that has ever come to 
our attention.’ Sueh a statement is rather a broad one for a turf writer 
with the experience of Challenger, and is worthy of comment. What Chal- 
lenger objects to is that our writer calls attention to the fact that turf writ- 
ers are decrying the lack of good horses while breeders are saying that there 
is an over-production and that both groups have grounds for their assump- 
tions. If there were not two points of view, there could hardly be a problem, 
and to our view the fact that there is something to say on both sides of the 
question only provides the metes and bounds for the argument 

The real cause of Challenger’'s dissatisfaction, however, is the simplicity 
of The Chronicle article, which had the temerity to suggest that before the 
over-production of poor horses can be checked, a market for the undesirables 
must be found so as to make room for the good ones. The method is a prac- 
tical application of an old business principle. To sell more goods you must 
find more people to sell to. To find a broader market, base your sales on a 
broader base, in other words find more people interested in the thorough- 
bred horse 

The thoroughbred horse is the ideal ride Its gaits are more comfortable, 
its appearance better, its performance more brilliant than the average hack. 
Our writer suggests that as there are too many poor horses on the track, sell 
them away from the track by appealing to the great field of horsemen in no 
way connected with racing, the hunting men, the show owners, the riding 
stable owners, the private individuals who enjoy riding for riding’s sake. 
With reasonable detail The Chronicle writer then suggests that this field can 
be tapped through a broader advertising policy of the sales of yearling stock 
and racing stock in training, together with carefully prepared publicity key- 
ed to interest the thousands of horse lovers who never go near sales on the 
tracks or yearling sales mainly because they do not realize that often unusual 
bargains are there for the asking. 

There may be 50,000 horse lovers in the country who can afford to own 
and ride a horse and will pay up to $500 for their recreation. On the other 
Rather than at- 
tempting to sell the poor race horses by advertising sales to other race horse 


hand there are in comparison fewer owners of race horses 


owners who would but keep the poor horses on the track, every possible 
step should be made to sell them away from the track. 
Granted the plan is simple, but it does attack the problem about as well as

does our good friend Challenger himself who concludes his article in Which 
he has devoted so much space to our iniquities with the rather comfortable 
thought that, ‘“‘About all the American turf can do is proceed along the lines 
of least resistance and hope for the later production of enough good horses 
to keep the sport on a high plane.” : 
After becoming rather down in the mouth with two columns UpON the 
inadequacy of The Chronicle's article, it cheered us a bit to make a compari. 
son with the final erudite lines of least resistance, but perhaps we just don't 
know.

Mr. Brown aboard 
Commedienne was in at 181 and giv- 
ing away 6 pounds to many of the 
gentlemen who weighed in at the 
prescribed 175 pounds. The two 
ladies, asked to ride at 150, were 
Mrs. Robert Peel on Thomas 
Leiter’s Sid and Miss Judy Johnson, 
well known trainer, on T. T. Mott’s 
Ieap Year. The balance of the field 
consisted, in addition to Clifton’s 
Gem, Red Flower and Windsor Boy, 
of Mrs. M. E. Whitney’s Sky Painter, 
Mr. Winston Frost up; Mrs. Whit- 
ney’s Airy Spirit, Mr. Arnold Scru- 
ton; Frederick M. Warburg’s Valor 
King, Mr. Danny Shea, Jr., Fletcher 
Harper’s Selfish Gain, Mr. Robert B. 
Young; Oliver Filley’s Mae Lad, Mr. 
Oliver Filly, Jr.; John E. Hughes’ 
Field Glass, Mr. Mansfield Hughes; 
Mr. Ridgeley White Chambers’ 
Waluka, owner up; Thomas Mott’s 
Play Pal, Mr. Mott, Jr., up and the 
added starter, Arthur Miller’s Dan- 
da, Mr. J. Newton Mayo. 


A straighaway run of about 100 
yards lay between the start and the 
first fence, a post-and-rail, and as 
they were sent away. Mrs. Peel 
dropped Sid back out of the scramble 
and it was Mr. Frost and Mr. Scruton 
aboard Mrs. Whitney’s two conten- 
ders who led the way, with Sky 
Painter on top. Back of them, and 
jumping this first together as one, 
stride for stride, were Commedienne, 
Leap Year and Selfish Gain, with 
the others closely bunched behind. 
The snow was driving down in 
great swirling flakes and making it 
extremely difficult for the riders to 
follow the course and impossible for 
the onlookers to distinguish the field 
as they went away into the 2nd. This, 
a similar post-and-rail, lay at some- 
what of an angle to the left of the 
lst and Mr. Brown afterwards stat- 
ed that he was amazed to see those 
in front of him swinging wide in- 
stead of taking the shortest route. 


Taking instant advantage of this 
lapse, he took the straightest pos- 
sible line with Commedienne and 


gained some 5 lengths on the leaders. 
The mare was jumping strongly, as 
she did at Piedmont, and once over 
the 2nd fence, she had complete com- 
mand and was away to the next post- 
and-rail with an _ ever-increasing 
lead. 


The course was laid over much of 
the ground covered in the 1939 
Middleburg Point-to-Point and fol- 
lowed a circular route, so that the 
riders were bearing always left. The 
4th fence was a chicken-coop and 
here Mr. Brown, now well in the 
lead, had considerable difficulty in 
picking it out ahead of him, as the 
surface was completely white with 
snow and the flakes were driving in 
his eyes. He had to swerve to it, as 
he was too far to the right. Mr. 
Young on Selfish Gain, Mr. Mott on 
Play Pal, Mr. Frost on Sky Painter 
and Mr. Scruton on Airy Spirit were 
all striving to stay near the pace. It 
was at the 3rd fence that the first 
mishap took place, for Danda, who 
was carrying considerable lead and 
had no overgirth to keep the saddle 
in place, got into trouble so that the 
saddle turned and she and Mr. Mayo 
came to grief. 


It was as they came over the 6th 
fence, a stone wall, that the specta- 
tors on the nearest hill had the next 
glimpse and here Commedienne was 
leading by 15 lengths easily, with 
Play Pal, Selfish Gain and Sky Pain- 
ter nearest the pace. Over the 7th, a 
big, upstanding post -and-rail, Sky 


Painter moved up and as they went 
away down hill to the 8th, a snake 
fence, Mr. Frost was 2nd. Sky Pain- 
ter won the Middleburg Bowl in 
1938, with Horace Moffett up and 
he was out for a repeat trial. Com- 
medienne was not .bothered by any 
challenges, however, and not at any 
time did anyone get within strik- 
ing distance. 


A coop, a stream and another 
snake fence had to be negotiated be- 
fore they next came into view, swing- 
ing back to complete the circle at the 
llth, a wall with a deep drop. It 
was over the wall, a steep pull up 
hill, a sharp left-hand turn to a post- 
and-rail into the field from whence 
they started, another right turn to 
the first fence again, now the 13th. 
Commedienne had never relinquish- 
ed one jot of her lengthy advantage 
and Sky Painter was still running 
2nd, followed now by his stablemate, 
Airy Spirit, who in turn preceded 
Selfish Gain, Windsor Boy, Play Pal, 
and the others, strung out behind. 
The snow was beginning to slacken 
a trifle, though it was still difficult 
to distinguish them as they went 
away into the second turn of the 
course, 


Swinging around uphill over the 
14th, 15th and 16th, Mr. Pfeffer- 
korn began making his move early 
with Windsor Boy, and Mr. Brown, 
looking back over his shoulder, saw 
the young Marylander going to the 
bat in his efforts to close ground 
with the Rokeby winner.

W. Burling Cocks, trainer, 
dled Bliss Flaccus’ Greek Idol, with 
Mr. Frank Powers riding and his 
own Get Out, with Mr. John Bosley 
III riding. Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir 
had a timber horse running for the 
first time, as Jockey Paddy Byrne, 
manager of her hunter and farm 
stable, was up on her *The Dook II. 
Mr. Worthington Bordley had the 
ride on Mrs. Hamilton’s Longitude, 
saddled by Louis E. Duffey. 

The start was fair. Longitude went 
straight to the top, to lead over the 
first two fences, where Greek Idol 
hit both front and behind to unload 
Mr. Powers. Longitude increased his 
lead to 4 lengths at the 3rd, with 
*Killmallock, *Memory Lane II, *The 
Dook II and Get Out in order. At 
the 4th, Longitude hit hard, losing 
ground, and presumably stinging 
himself, for he ran two panels down 
the 5th, in front of the judges stand 
and then refused out at the 6th. 

The 6th was at the end of the first 
mile and with Longitude and Greek 
Idol out, but four were remaining.

Throughout the 2nd mile, *Memory 
Lane II was allowed to run his own 
race, considerably slower than the 
first Longitude—paced mile. The 
imported trio of *Memory Lane II, 
Killmadock and The Dook II all 
fenced well, over the 8th, 9th, and 
down the back side over the 10th, 
llth, 12th, 13th, and then swung 
to the 14th, towards home. 

Jockey Gibson made *Killmalock 
move to *Memory Lane II at the 
14th and Mr. Watters, Jr., was on 
the alert and moved his mount with 
the challenger.

It is no fluke for the Mellons 
to have won the Carolina Cup for 
three consecutive years with a man 
like Mr. Watters. Jr., riding. 
Whether *Memory Lane II, a 9-year- 
old has the class to run and jump 
with such as Henchman and Mans- 
field Park remains to be seen when 
they meet in the Middleburg Cup 
Steeplechase and run for the $1,000 
purse here on Saturday, April 12. 
*Memory Lane II's connections have 
worked hard with his schooling and 
he turned in a splendid jumping 
round in the Carolina Cup., which 
was run in 14 seconds off the record. 
Mr. Bordley was sporting. Follow- 
ing 2 more refusals, Longitude final- 
ly fell at the 14th. 

The supporting feature, the Spring- 
dale ’Chase, of 1% miles over the 
big brush course proved but a color- 
ful school for F. Ambrose Clark and 
the picking up of $440 for the after- 
noon’s gallop.

Under a 
rood ride, “Milano II, who has twice 
started at Aintree, in the Grand Nat- 
lonal, and who won the Monmouth 
County brush feature last fall, got 
home 4th. hack of the very classy 
Bold Stroke, winner, owned by 
James Cox Brady. 


Bostwick’s Third 


“! The Baron De Kalb is George H. 
‘Pete’ Bostwick’s race at the Caro- 
lina Cy » Meeting. For the third suc- 
cessive year he has had the winner 
of this closing 1 1-2 mile hurdle 
event of the 6-race-card, This year 


he waited until the last 1-2 mile, 
then made his move in a deliberate 
fashion on Mrs. Bostwick’s Arms of 
War, a cracking 3-year-old son of 
*Quatre Bras II, to come from 5th 
to 1st by a léngth at the finish. His 
Masked Knight had won it in 1939 
and 1940. Mr. Bostwick all but rode 
a double, when he was just beaten 
out by 1-2 a length, in a_ driving 
finish, in The Camden Plate, of 1 
mile on the flat by J. C. Brady’s 
Bold Stroke on Saturday last. He 
was on his *King John II, level at 
150 pounds with Gold Stroke. 


Farragut Paraded 


Farragut, the Annapolis gelding, 
who created the new world’s record 
for 3 miles at Caliente’s Mexico 
track, recently was paraded at Bay 
Meadows. He got a big hand. Then 
he proceeded to show that he can 
sprint and did 5-8’s in 1:01—rather 
creditable for a 3-mile-champion and 


also ’chasing winner of the Gran 
Nacional. 
Rommy, Winning Rogue 
Cc. E. ‘Boots’ Durnell turned 


Rommy, one-time stakes winner, to 
steeplechasing, and R. H. ‘‘Specs’”’ 
Crawford took over the training. 
Rommy was considered ‘‘an incorr- 
igible rogue”’’ according to Caliente’s 
release records. In a recent” effort 
Rommy bested Playdema in_ the 
Caliente Corinthian, showing speed 
on the flat and over fences, and 
went to the front and stayed there 
for 2 miles. He is a Judge Hay geld- 
ing and respcended to a drive in the 
final stages. 


Longitude’s Latitude 


Mrs. Laurens M. Hamilton's Long- 
itude made the running for the first 
mile of the Carolina Cup last Satur- 
day, then cocking an eye at the 
stall in which he was saddled, near 
the 6th fence, (stewards had granted 
the concession of saddling in the 
stable as he’s rather excitable in the 
paddock), he refused. Mr. Worth- 
ington Bordley was up and _ had 
been advised by Longitude’s  con- 
nections that he had a bold and true 
jumping mount. Longitude proved 
a rogue however, finally when _  at- 
tempting to run out again he fell at 
the 14th. Loose, he raced off the 
course, through state troopers, cars, 
spectators and the woods back of the 
paddock and pulled up sound direct- 
ly in front of the stall in which he 
had been saddled, which stall he had 
never previously seen prior to 20 
minutes before the race. 


Trainer Suspended 


Caliente Stewards (Mexico) sus- 
pended R. Duffy indefinitely, for 
stimulating ‘his Paul B., steeplechase 
winner there on Sunday March 9. 
“On receipt of the chemist’s report 
that the sample of the saliva taken 
from Paul B, which won the 9th 
race on March 9, showed general 
alkaloid reaction, strongly positive, 
it is the opinion of the stewards the 
horse had been stimulated.’’. . both 
are “barred from further racing’’, 
according to word from Caliente. 


Nick's Telephone Line 


Despite the fact that the Middle- 
burg Bowl Point-to-Point Committee 
was made up of point-to-point riders 
the course as laid out for the run- 
ning of the race last Saturday had 
a “hole’’ in it. T. Beatty Brown 
(eventual winner on his Commedi- 
enne) and others, in walking the 
course and considering the rules: 
‘Keep all red flags to your left,” 
found that 1-8 of a mile could be 
saved and one fence eliminated, still 
fulfilling the rules of racing. Whip- 
per-in Nick Nichols, assistant clerk 
of the Seales, heard of the _ inten- 
tions of some of the riders. He con- 
sulted commi*tee members on Satur- 
day, then rushed to Aldrich Dudley, 
manager of the Cheseapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Co., in Middle- 
burg. and borrowed some 200 yards 
of telephone line. This was hurriedly 
strung un. with white cloth tied to 
it every few feet—and were the 
many riders surprised as they rode 
nostward and saw the fence line 
thev anticipated iumping. to save 
ground, wired off! In consequence 
the entire field went the prescribed 
course.
